Patent No. 5,885,470, does not teach or render obvious "a liquid-impermeable seal comprising 
siloxane bonds", as recited in claim 52. Additionally, Ohman, U.S. Patent No. 5,443,890, fails to 
teach or render obvious "the entire surface defining the protrusions being of material essentially 
identical to that of the surface defining the indentations", as recited in claim 52. Furthermore, the 
Examiner is relying on Applicant's arguments filed 9/1/2010 on pages 4-5, as the basis for 
allowance.
